Sir iahn Soane was bam an the 10th September J 753 at Whitechunh Oxfordshire. The son of a mason, 
Saane was apprenticed to the architect Henry Holland and in 1772 gairxd the ftayai Accademy gold 
medal far design. In 1777 he traveled to Italy where he sperrt three years studying arrtiquarian 
architecture. On his return he desgned several country houses and in 179i he was appointed derk of 
woris at St. James's Palace and the Houses af Pariiament. We became a fdiow of the Society a f 
Antiquaries in 1795 and was knitted in 1S31. He was later apposjted ftotessor af architecture at the 
a(sdsmy. it was at this time tiiat he began to farm colleciians of antiquities and in 1324 he purchased 
the celebra^d alabaster ^rcofJiagas brought from £gypt by Belzani He was continuously adding to lus 
caSections and aquaations induded iwvy chairs seired from Tipu Saltan Maharahah ofMysoie and 
miniatures of Napoleon commisskirjed by £mpisss Josephine. Soane transformed his bouse in Lincaln's 
Inn Fieiis into a museum which is open to the public today. 

He sadly Mi out with i^5 second son, the eldest living died young who was sjbsequeni^ disinhehted. 
When Soane died in January 1 837 he left his personal tterrs to his ^ndsan who had rro heirs and the 
house and collection to the nation.
